As a last resort, by almost superhuman 
effort, he succeeded in getting out of 
the trough and jumj^ed upon the buirs 
back, and the animal dashed at full 
speed for the open door. 


At the door Glatfelter jumped from 
the animal and seized a manure fork. 
The bull again turned upon him, but, 
seeing 
llie fork, ran, and the young 
man with all his remaining strength 
threw the fork after him, which lodg- 
ed in his hind quarter and he carried 
it in this way lor fully one hundred 
feet. 
Meanwhile the young 
farmer, 
almost exhausted and ready to fall, 
staggered out of the barnyard 
and 
reached the house. 
He is seriously 
hurt but may recover. 


An accident occurred on the Read- 
ing Railroad Friday evening, a passen- 
ger train being thrown into the river 
near Shoemakersville. 
The engineer, 
fireman, 
baggagemaster and eighteen 
or more passengers were killed 
and 
twenty-five were injured. 
The persons 
injured in the wreck were transferred 
to the Reading Hospii-al and were tak- 
en to their homes as rapidly as their 
condition would perniit-'-and Sunday 
evening there were only six remaining 
in the institution.

Says the Chicago Mail: Everybody 


tnows that a "man's house is his cas- 
tle," or, at least, everybody ought to. 
The sturdy old proverb of common law 
conies down to us from times as far back 
as the granting of the Magna Charta, if 
not further. But of late the full signifi- 
cance of all the rights implied in the say- 
fng, which is in reality an exemplifica- 
tion of good law, have not been re- 
cognized or respected as they should 
have been. "A man's house is his cas- 
tle;" in it he is supposed to be safe; pri- 
vacy is sacred in the eyes of civilization, 
and no individual has the right to vio- 
late the privacy of another; ergo, has 
^not the right to enter his house without 
iis consent for any purpose whatsoever. 
But the community, for the protection of 
itself, retains the right to violate the pri- 
vacy of the individual, to take his per- 
son, property, or life if need be. But 
that right cannot be exerted without due 
process of law, without responsible offi- 
cial action, made necessary by the mis- 
deed of the individual whose privacy is 
thus violated. The courts have so de- 
cided, and a fresh decision by Jndge 
Collins has brought to no;ice the danger 
vf violation of the principle: "A man?s 
touseishis castle." Officer John 3Ia- 
fconey went to the house of Thomas Bai- 
ley, and, without warrant, forcibly en- 
tered. Bailey shot him, as he had a per- 
fect right to do, and the court acquitted 
him. 
Any citizen has a right to defend 


his privacy to whatever extent he may 
find necessary, save against recognized 
and accredited officers of the law with 
the official osder of the community ia 
the shape of a warrant to justify their 
intrusion.

Says the Chicago Mail: 
Everybody 
knows that a ''man's house is his cas- 
tle," or, at least, everybody ought to.

But of late the full signifi- 
cance of all the rights implied in the say- 
ing, which is in reality an exemplifica- 
tion of good law, have not been re- 
cognized or respected as they should 
have been. 
"A man's house is his cas- 
tle;" in it he is sup2x>sed to be safe; pri- 
vacy is sacred in the eyes of civilization, 
and no individual lias the right to vio- 
late the privacy of another; ergo, has 
not the right to enter his house without 
his consent for any purpose whatsoever. 
But the community, for the protection of 
itself, retains tho right to violate the pri- 
vacy of the individual, to take his per- 
son, property, or life if need be. 
But 
that right cannot bo exerted without due 
procpss of law, without responsible offi- 
cial action, made necessary by tho mis- 
deed of the individual whoso privacy is 
thus violated. 
The courts have so de- 
cided, and a fresh decision by Judge 
Collins has brought to notice the danger 
t'i violation of the principle: «'A man's 
louse is his castle," 
Offlcer John Ma- 
hijney -went co the house of Thomas Bai- 
ley, and, without warrant, forcibly en- 
tered. 
Bailey shot him, as he had a per- 
fect right to do, and the court acquitted 
him. 
Any citizen has a right to defend 
fais privacy to whatever extent ho may 
find necessary, save against recognized 
and accredited oflicers oC the law with 
tho official oiider of tho community in 
the shape of a warrant to justify their 
intrusion.

repeat this process as many times as. 
needed; after using the first potfull and 
filling once more with boiling water, the^ 
tea loses its strength and flavor. Boiled, 
tea is hurtful, and breakfast tea should 
never be steeped upon the stove. 
It. 
will not often be necessary to strain 
where these directions are followed, but 
the sudden addition of water floats the^ 
leaves, which do not again settle,—

It is an excellent part of the:i 
education of young women that hygiene, 
and at least some knowledge of domestic- 
chemistry, are taught in good schools,, 
and every mother should take care that- 
her daughters should acquire this indis- 
pensable accomplisUment before they be- 
gin housekeeping for themselves. 
Rural 
schools especially should be conducted., 
upon the high principle, and should be» 
made as effective means of instruction, 
as those of the cities and large towns,—

A 


high fence of hem- 
lock planking, with 
every crack stopped 


nip, massive, iron, bound gates, of the 
-same heavy material, and a little frame 
Jhouse occupied by two sturdy and deter- 
Tnined looking men, gtiard the secrets of 
"that odd looking inclosure on the side of 
•=tbe little mountain. 


To the sightseer or casual visitor "who 


-passes the great plank inclosed fields, an 
^array of moving heads, Ttith bulging 
«eyes and gaping mouths of immense 
-size, convey very little idea of what sort 
-of stock is being reared there. 
These 


-Leads, numbering dozens and even scores 
=st times, seem to be lifted up out of 
-nothingness, poked high into the air and 
-lunged swiftly over the top of the plank 
fence in the direction of the visitor. A 
isharp hiss emitted just as the glaring 
-eyes and wide-open mouth come into 
sight might prove a very eSective object 
Jesson to a hard drinker. 


But the heads are not those of monster 


-serpents. The eyes which glare and 
never blink or move are not the eyes of 
; antediluvian reptiles, but belong to an 
-inoffensive bird. The gaping mouth is 
-the mouth of an ostrich, and within that 
••planked inclosure are more than a hun- 
dred of them fully grown. But the array I 
-of heads and bare necks, twisting and ' 
-writhing to and fro, cannot fail to con- 
jure up before the mind of a visitor a 
mest of gigantic serpents, wriggling and 
"hissing in their endeavors to get over the 
-high fence to devour him. 


Once within these iron-bound gates the 


'Sightseer will witness sights which can- 
mot be seen elsewhere on this continent 
and nowhere else on the globe save in. 
.the vicinity of Cape Town, South Africa. 


The ostrich, industry was begun in this 


-country eight years ago, but the birds 
then brought from Abyssinia did not 
.thrive, and after a year or more, this at- 
-tempt to raise them for their plumes was 
abandoned. 
But other: -apsrsons were 


quick to see that if birds of a suf- 
jficiently hardy nature could be imported 
~'±o stand the climate of Southern Cali- 
-fornia, there would be a large revenue of 
jnroflt in the business. 
The gentlemen, 


•who own. this farm determined to try the 
--South African, ostrich and young birds 
"were imported under the skillful manage- 
rinent of the foreman, who still has the 
_fann in charge. There were twenty of 
-these ostriches and they first saw the 
if arm near Fullerton, a little more than 
i*!x years ago. Of the original birds im- 
ported, sixteen still survive and of the 
four dead, only one died from sickness, 
"the others having injured themselves 
^fatally, by falling into ditches in the 
-night time. From the flock of twenty 
birds, 140 have been reared, but owing 
to death from accident, only 124 of them 
-were on the farm when the World party 
-^visited it last week. 


A COTET OF TOT^G OSTHICHES. 


"II you will walk this way," said the 


'"Superintendent, "I will show you the 
_youcge3t ostriches ever exhibited in 
.America, here or anywhere else. I have 
.=a number in a little inclosure down here, 
which were hatched only day before yes- 
.terday, and they are well worth seeing." 


"We walked toward a little brook on 


-the bank of wliica stood a framework of 
"^boards which looked something like a 
Jiot-bed in a vegetable garden. It bad a 
TOOI .partly of boards and partly of glass, 
=and underneath the panes were several 
birds about the size of half-grown gos- 
lings. They were as lively as sparrows, 
jumping hither and thither, pecking at 
-the gravel in one corner of their cage or 
Bubbling at the tender shoots of alfalfa 
-clover growing ra another. The sash, 
•was lifted oS and the Superintendent 
-went into their cage to catch one of the 
-covey. He had a prettly lively chase of 
it around the narrow limits of the in- 
-closure, but finally succeeded in catching 
-one of the largest. The young ostrich 
-was covered -with, down soft as satin, and 
-*s glossy as If it had been oiled. There 
-was a slight moulting of white-tipped, 
fluffy feathers all over its body, and down 
-the back of its neck was a broad stripe 
of jet-black color, merging into shaded 
Jwown. and very pretty. 
There were ten

| IB All, ranging in ajje from three days to 


thlMi 
weeks. 
The 
Superintendent 


'dropped the one he had caught and 
picked up another and a smaller one a 
moment later. The rapid growth of th« 
ostrich can be imagined from the Super- 
intendent's assertion that in sixteen 
months the bird will have reached a 
etature of eight or nine feet when stand- 
ing erect. 


"What is the value of a young ostrich?" 
I asked. 


"We value them at $100 each when, 


^iiey are hatched, and. their value in- 
creases with their age. 
They yield their 


first crop of feathers when they are six- 
teen months old. 
After that ~we get at 


least two crops of feathers every year 
from them." 


"And for how many years will a bird 


continue to yield a paying amount of 
plumes?" 


"Oh, they live to a good age, and so 


Ions as they live yield first-class feathers. 
£he male birds—all ihose big black fel- 
lows you see up there on the Mllside are 
males—of course pay the best, for it is 
from them that we get the finest plumes. 
From, the female birds we get the brown 
and gray feathers. These have to be 
ayed before they can be marketed, and 
then they are shorter and lighherin body 
than the plumes from the males. 
The 


feathers from the female birds are made 
into tips and short plumes, and bring 
much less, comparatively, than the long, 
heavy plumes of the males." 


"How do you pluci- the feathers?" I 


asked, desirous of seeing the operation, 
if possible. 


* 'I cannot pluck a bird for you now, 


because we are through with that work 
for this month, but if you will walk up 
into the main corrals Til show you how 
it is done." 


TJp on the side of the sloping hill are 


sixteen small squares within the main in- 
ciosure. These little squares are about 
forty feet each way and accommodate a 
male and female bird. 
In them the 


young are raised, and into them, it is very 
dangerous for the keepers to go during 
the breedine; season. In ons corner of 
the inclosure was a triangular pen of 
boards, just large enough to admit the 
body of an ostrich. A stout bar stand- 
ing by the fence could be used to drop 
into place as soon as the bird had been 
driven into the pen. Then a stocking 
slipped over his head shut off his sight 
and he was as effectually a prisoner as if 
lie had been thrown upon the ground 
and tied. When an ostrich is thus im- 
prisoned one of the keepers reaches 
through the bars of the pen, lifts up his 
wings, and with a pair of keen-edged 
nippers clips off the plume quills just 
above the skin, allowing the stumps to 
remain in the flesh. These are subse- 
quently shed by the bird, and imme- 
diately thereafter a new plume continues 
to grow. From six to ten plumes of tha 
finest quality are obtained from eachsid* 
of the bird twice a year, to say nothing 
of the smaller plumes and tips from, the 
back and tail. 


The devotion of the male bird to the 


female amounts almost to adoration. He 
guards her nest day and night and will 
fight furiously to protect her from an 
imaginary danger. He relieves her on 
&& nest at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
remains, there until 8 o'clock the next 


HIS 


morning, taking his "watch" with al- 
O™ 
O 
most clock-like regularity. He does two- 
thirds of the duty of setting and there- 
fore two-thirds of the labor of hatching 
a brood of young. 


I had an opportunity, in one of the 


smaller corrals, of "witnessing the build- 
ing of a permanent nest. The female 
bird trotted around the lot in a peculiar 
manner, now and then pecking at the 
ground with her bill. Finally she found 
a spot to her liking and scratched up the 
sandy loarn a little with her foot. Then 
she walked away, proud and happy in, 
the knowledge that she had fouad the 
proper place for digging the family nest. 
She retired to a further corner of the lot 
and sat down. Then the male bird, a 
handsome, black-plumed fellow, strutted 
over to the spot where the head of the 
house had scratched away the turf. Ha 
went to work with a will and soon Ms 
big, two-toed feet, anr-ed with their 
heavy claws, had dug out quite a hole in 
Lhe soft sand. He did noi stop until lie 
had made an excavation fully as broad as 
the body of his beloved mate and about 
.1 foot in depth. 
Then he spoke to her 


in ostrich, language and she immediately 
came to the nest. 
There were some 


modem improvements which he had 
overlooked, perhaps, for she wasn't 
pleased, with it exactly. She gave him a 
few more instructions and sat down to 
watch the progress of tae work. The 
old fellow went to work like a dutiful

husband, scratched a little more dirt 
here and dug a little deeper there, until 
lie had apparently carried out the orders 
of his spouse. She then aat down in ths 
nest, ruffled her feathers, ticked and 
scratched a little and finally pronounced 
the nest a fit. Then they both went gos- 
siping; around by the fence, letting the 
inhabitants of the ostrich village into the 
secret that they had the latest-improved 
and best-appointed nest in all ostriehdoni 
and were about to hatch a brood •which 
should be the envy and wonder of all be- 
holders. 


In an adjoining inclosare an ostrich, 


hen was just going on her nest. She had 
told her better half that he might take a 
little stroll, and he -was caatering to- 
ward the feed-trough at the further side 
of the corral as fast as a horse could run. 
The female in this particular instance 
•was a very Ead hen. The Superintend- 
ent had taken two eggs froni^ the nest, 
and she had caught him at it. 
He had 


the eggs outside of the fence, but he 
couldn't put them back for fear the bird 
•would kick him. So, as tae only alter- 
native, he laid them, down carefully just 
inside the inclosure and the hen rolled 
them back one by one, using her head 
as a lever. 
Then she fluffed her feathers 


a little, uttered a defiant hiss at the im- 
pudent visitors -who had caused her nest 
to be disturbed, squatted down over her 
eggs, tucked her head under her iving 
and -went to sleep. 


"Come this -way now," said the Super- 


intendent, "and I'll show you the full- 
grown birds, not yet mated off, over in 
the big paddock. They are a bad lot 
just now, for they are mating and the 
males like to show o£. Don't get too 
near the fence, for they "will kick you if 
they can." 


As soon as we stopped they came up to 


the fence and snapped at our hats in a 
friendly sort of -way. The Superintend- 
ent took up a stick and rattled it be- 
tween the boards of the fence. 
Instantly 


there -was a crash as of a heavy blow, ac- 
companied by a shrill hiss. Crash after 
crash followed as one of the ostriches 
Mcked at the stick held in the Superia* 
tendent's hand. He thrust his great foot 
forward -with lightning-like rapidity and 
every time his horn-shod great toe struck 
the fence it left an indentation almost an. 
inch deep. It -was an exhibition of kick- 
ing such as I had never seen elsewhere, 
and I had much rather see that ostrich 
practise on the plank fence than oa any 
part of my anatomy. 


The feeding of the giant birds 5s in- 


teresting. In the evening they eat grain, 
principally oats and rolled barley, but for 
their other meals they are fed finely 
chopped green alfala. The fields of al- 
falfa on the ranch aftord an unlimited 
supply of nourishing food for the birds 
and they thrive upon it perfectly. It is 
the food the ostrich gets in South Africa, 
and he does as -well on it in California as 
there. The alfalfa is brought in from 
the fields by the wagon-load,then chopped 
In a feed-cutter very finely and thrown 
into the feeding-boxes in the various in- 
closures in unlimited quantities. 
The 


birds eat little at a time, but eat often. 
They are not gluttons nor gourmands, 
though thev trill eat and swallow any- 
thing. They drink ia~ge quantities of 
water and spend their time in chasing ona 
another around the paddocks.

On tho sloping side 
of a foothill in tho 
San 
Bornandino 
range of mountains, 
in Southern Califor- 
nia, is tho queerest 
little ranch in all the 
Golden State. 
A 
high fence of hem- 
lock planking, with 
every crack stopped 
•nap, massive, iron bound gates, of the 
-came heavy material, and a littio frame 
-house occupied by two sturdy and deter- 
^mined looking men, guard tho secrets of 
"that odd looking inclosuro on tho side of 
-tbo little mountain. 


To tho sightseer or casual visitor who 
•^^asses the great plank inclosed fields, an 
sarray of moving heads, with bulging 
and gaping mouths of immenso 
^Bize, convey very little idea of what sort 
-of stock is being reared there. 
Theso 
ieads, numbering dozens and even scores 
.-at times, seem to bo lifted up out of 
•nothingness, poked high into tho air and 
.lunged swiftly over the top of tho plank 
fence in tho direction of tho visitor. 
A 
¿sharp hiss emitted just as the glaring 
•eyes and wide-open mouth come into 
•sight might prove a very eHective object 
Jesson to a hard drinker. 


But tho heads are not those of monster 
-serpents. 
Tho eyes which glare and 
-never blink or move are not the eyes of 
.antediluvian reptiles, but belong to an 
inoffensive bird. 
The gaping mouth is 
•»the mouth of an ostrich, and within that 
^planked inclosure are moro than a hun- 
dred of them fully grown. But tho array 
• of heads and bare necks, twisting and 
-writhing to and fro, cannot fail to con- 
. jure up before the mind of a visitor a 
nest of gigantic serpents, wriggling and 
hissing in their endeavors to get over tho 
•high fence to devour him. 


Once within these iron-bound gates tho 
*6ightseer will witness sights which can- 
mot be seen elsewhere on this continent 
and nowhere else on the globe save la 
.the vicinity of Capo Town, South Africa. 


The ostrich industry was begun in this 
-country eight years ago, but the birds 
then brought from Abyssinia did not 
ithrive, and after a year or more, this at- 
"tempt to raise them for their plumes was 
abandoned. 
But othen ^ejrsons wero 
quick to see that if birds of a suf- 
jficiently hardy nature could be imported 
'»to stand the climate of Southern Cali- 
-fornia, there would be a large revenue of 
profit in tho business. 
The gentlemen 
•who own this farm determined to try the 
:.South African ostrich and young birds 
•-were imported under tho skillful manage- 
^ment of tho foreman, who still has tho 
.farm in charge- 
There were twenty of 
these ostriches and they first saw tho 
•farm near Fullerton, a little moro than 
iiix years ago. 
Of the original birds im- 
ported, sixteen still survive and of tho 
four dead, only one died from sickness, 
^ho others having injured themselves 
-iatally, by falling into ditches in tho 
night time. 
From tho flock of twenty 
birds, 140 have been reared, but owing 
to death from accident, only 124 of them 
"were on the farm when the WQrld party 
tvifiited it last week. 


I fo all, ranglngf In asfo from three days to 
tíirtif 
weeks. 
The 
Superintend enl 
dropped tho one he had caus^ht and 
picked up another and a smaller one a 
moment later. 
Tho rapid growth of the 
ottrich can be imajjined from tho Super* 
Intendentas assertion 
that in sixteoa 
months tho bird will have reached a 
stature of eight or nine feet when stand- 
ing erect. 


What is the value of a young ostrich?'^ 
I asked, 


value them at $100 each when 
Viey are hatched, and their value in- 
creases with their ai?c. 
They yield their 
first crop of feathers when they are six- 
teen months old. 
After that wo get afc 
least two crops of feathers every year 
from them." 


*'And for how many years will a bird 
continuo to yield a paying amount of 
plumes?" 


•'Oh, they live to a good age, and so 
lonir as thev live yield first-class feathers, 
/he male birds—all thoso big black fel- 
lows you seo up there on tho hillside aro 
males—of course pay the best, for it is 
from them that wo get the finest plumes. 
From the femalo birds wo get the brown 
fcnd gray feathers. 
These have to bo 
iyed before they can be marketed, and 
then they are shorter and lighherin body 
than the plumes from the males. 
Tho 
feathers from the female birds are made 
Into tips and short plumes, and 
bring 
much less, comparatively, than the long, 
heavy plumes of the males." 


*'How do you plucl- tho feathers!" 
I 
asked, desirous of seeing the operation, 
if possible. 
> 


cannot pluck a bird for you now, 
because wo are through with that work 
for this month, but if you will walk up 
Into tho main corrals I'll show you how 
it is done." 


Up on the side of the sloping hill are 
sixteen small squares within the main in- 
closure. 
Thoso little squares are about 
forty feet each way and accommodate a 
male and female bird. 
In them thq 
young are raised, and into them it is very 
dangerous for tho keepers to go during 
tho breodinp? season. 
In ons corner of 
tho inclosure was a triangular pen of 
boards, just largo enough to admit tho 
body of an ostrich. 
A stout bar stand- 
ing by the fence could be used to drop 
into place as soon as the bird had been 
driven into the pen. 
Then a stocking 
slipped over his head shut off his sight 
and ho was as effectually a prisoner as if 
he had been thrown upon tho ground 
and tied. 
When an ostrich is thus im- 
prisoned one of the 
keepers 
reaches 
through tho bars of the pen, lifts uj) his 
wings, and with a pair of keen-edged 
nippers clips off tho plume quilU just 
above tho skin, allowing the stumps to 
remain in tho flesh. These are subse- 
quently shed by tho bird, and imme- 
diately thereafter a new plume continues 
to grow. 
From six to ten plumes of the 
finest quality are obtained from each sida 
of the bird twico a year, to say nothing 
of tho smaller plumes and tips from tho 
back and tail. 


The devotion of the male bird to tho 
female amounts almost to adoration. He 
guards her nest day and night and will 
fight furiously to protect her from an 
imaginary danger. 
Ho relieves her oa 


the nest at 4 o'clock In tho afternoon and 
romaina there until 8 o*clo.^k the next

I had an opportunity, in one of the 
imaller corrals, of witnessing tho build- 
ing of a permanent nest, 
Tho female 
bird trotted around tho lot in a peculiar 
manner, now and then pecking at tho 
ground with her bill. Finally she found 
a spot to her liking and scratched up the 
sandy loam a little with her foot. 
Then 
Bho walked away, proud and happy ia 
tho knowledge that she had found tha 
proper place for digging tlio family nest, 
bho retired to a further corner of tho lot 
and flat down.

husband, scratched a little moro dirt 
here and dug a little deeper there, until 
he had apparently carried out the orderi 
of his spouse. 
She then sat down in tha 
nest, ruffled her feathers, kicked and 
scratched a little and finally pronounced 
the nest a fit. Then they both went gos- 
siping around by the fence, letting tho 
inhabitants of tho ostrich village into tho 
secret that they had the latest-improved 
and best-appointed nestiu all ostrichdom 
and wero about to hatch a brood which 
should bo the envy and wonder of all bo* 
holders. 


In an adjoining inclosure an ostrich 
hen was juet going on her nest. 
She had 
told her better half that ho might take a 
little stroll, and ho was cantering to- 
ward tho feed-trough at the further side 
of the corral as fast as a horse could run. 
Tho female in this particular instance 
was a very r^ad hen. 
The Superintend- 
ent had taken two eggs from the nest, 
and she had caus?ht him at it. 
He had 
tho eggs outside of the fence, but he 
couldn't put them back for fear the bird 
would kick him. 
So, as the only alter- 
native, ho laid them down carefully just 
inside the inclosure and tho hen rolled 
them back one by one, using her head 
as a lever. 
Then she fluffed her feathers 
a little, uttered a defiant hiss at the im- 
pudent visitors who had caused her nest 
to be disturbed, squatted down over her 
eggs, tucked her head uader her wing 
and went to sleep. 


**Como this way now," said the Super- 
intendent, '«and ril show you the full- 
grown birds, not yet mated off, over in 
the big paddock. 
They are a bad lot 
just now, for they aro mating and the 
males like to show off. Don't get too 
near the fence, for they will kick you if 
they can." 


As soon as wo stopped they came up to 
the fence and snapped at our hats in a 
friendly sort of way. 
The Superintend- 
ent took up a stick and rattled it be- 
tween the boards of the fence. 
Instantly 
there was a crash as of a heavy blow, ac- 
companicd by a shrill hiss. 
Crash after 
crash followed as ono of tho ostrichca 
kicked at tho stick held in the Superiifc» 
tendent's hand. 
He thrust his great foot 
forward with lightning-like rapidity and 
every time his horn-shod great toe struck 
tho fencc it left an indentation almost au 
inch deep. 
It was an exhibition of kick- 
ing such as I had never seen elsewhere, 
and I had much rather see that ostricb 
practise on the plank fence than oa any 
part of my anatomy. 


The feeding of tho giant birds is in- 
teresting. 
In tho evening they eat grain, 
principally oats and rolled barley, but for 
their other meals they are fed finely 
chopped green alfala. The fields of al- 
falfa on tho ranch afford an unlimited 
supply of nourishing food for tho birds 
and they thrive upon it perfectly. 
It is 
tho food tho ostrich gets in South Africa, 
and he does as well on it in California as 
there. 
Tho alfalfa is brought in from 
tho fields by the wagon-load,then chopped 
In a feed-cutter very finely and thrown 
into the feeding-boxes in the various in- 
closures in unlimited quantities, 
Tha 
birds eat little at a time, but eat often. 
They are not gluttons nor gourmands, 
though they will eat and swallow any- 
thing. 
They drink largo quantities of 
water and spend their time in chasing ono 
another around the paddocks.

inows that a "man's house is bis cas- 
tle/1 or, at least, everybody ought to. 
The sturdy old proverb of common law 
comes down to us from times as far back 
as the granting of the Magna Charta, if 
not farther. But of late the full signifi- 
cance of all the rights implied in the say- 
ing, which is in reality an exemplifica- 
tion of good law, have not been re- 
cognized or respected as they should 
have been. "A man's house is Ms cas- 
tle;" in it he is supposed to be safe; pri- 
vacy is sacred in the eyes of civilization, 
and no individual has the right to vio- 
late the privacy of another; ergo, has 
-not the right to enter his house without 
his consent for any purpose whatsoever. 
But the community, for the protection of 
itself, retains the right; to violate the pri- 
vacy of the individual, to take his per- 
son, property, or life if need be. 
But 


that right cannot be exerted without due 
process of law, without responsible offi- 
cial action, made necessary by the mis- 
deed of the individual whose privacy is 
thus violated. 
The courts have so de- 


cided, and a fresh decision by Jnd«*e 
Collins has brought to notice the danger 
<_'f violation of the principle: "A man's 
iouseishis castle." Officer John Ma- 
fconey went to the house of Thomas Bai- 
ley, and, without warrant, forciblv en- 
tered. Bailey shot him, as he had a per- 
feet right to do, and the court acquitted 
Mm. Any citizen has a right to defend 
Ms privacy to whatever extent he may 
find necessary, save against recognized 
and accredited officers o' the law with 
the official osder of the communitv in 
the shape of a warrant to justify their 
intrusion. It's a good, healthy, sturdy 
old adage that "a man's house is his 
castle;" one of those upon the recogni- 
i 


tion of which by each individual rests 
the foundation of social organization, 
tribal, state, civic, or national associa- 
tion.

The JSew York Jfetcs 


chronicles that on August 9, 1S7S, there 
•was a storm in Connecticut which swept

storm and seventy wounded. Since 1872 
there have been fifty-seven destructive 
tornadoes in this country, causing a loss 
of 718 lives, 2078 'persons having been 
injured, 3925 houses destroyed and the 
money losses aggregating $35,470,000. 
This is a record frightful to contemplate; 
but tornadoes are something against 
•which human foresight is worthless.

will not often be necessary to strain 
where these directions are followed, but 
the sudden addition of water floats thcN 
leaves, which do not again 
settle.—

It is an excellent part of the:i 
education of young women that hygiene, 
and at least some knowledge of domestic- 
chemistry, arc taught in good schools,^ 
and every mother should take care that, 
her daughters should acquire this indis- 
pensable accomplishment before they be-- 
gin housekeeping for themselves.

schools especially should be conductei. 
upon the high i^rinciple, and should bea 
made as effective means of instruction^ 
as those of the cities and large towns.—

range of mountains, 
in Southern Califor- 
nia, is the queerest 
little ranch in all the 
Golden State. 
A 


high fence of hem- 
lock planking, with 
every crack stopped 


•nip, massive, iron bound gates, of the 
-same heavy material, and a little frame 
-house occupied by two sturdy and deter- 
~mined looking men, guard the secrets of 
"that odd looking inclosure on the side of 


little mountain. 


To the sightseer or casual visitor who 


-passes the great plank inclosed fields, an 
=array of moving heads, with bulging 
-eyes and gaping mouths of immense 
-size, convey very little idea of what sort 
-of stock is being reared there. 
These 


-Leads, numbering dozens and even scores 
=at times, seem to be lifted up out of 
-nothingness, poked high into the air and 
-lunged swiftly over tke top of the plank 
fence in the direction of the visitor. A 
^eharp hiss emitted just as the glaring 
-eyes and wide-open mouth come into 
sight might prove a very effective object 
Jesson to a hard drinker. 


But the heads are not those of monster 


-serpents. The eyes which glare and 
never blink or move are not the eyes of 
^antediluvian reptiles, but belong to an 
inoffensive bird. The gaping mouth is 
-the mouth of an ostrich, and within that 
^planked inclosure are more than a hun- 
dred of them fully grown. But the array i 
-of heads and bare necks, twisting and 
-writhing to and fro, cannot fail to con- 
.jure up before the mind of a visitor a 
mest of gigantic serpents, wriggling and 
hissing in their endeavors to get over the 
-high fence to devour him. 


Once within these iron-bound gates the 


•sightseer will witness sights which can- 
mot be seen elsewhere on. this continent 
and nowhere else on the globe save in 
;the vicinity of Cape Town, South Africa. 


The ostrich industry "was begun in this 


-country eight years ago, but the birds 
then brought from Abyssinia did not 
..thrive, and after a year or more, this at- 
~tempt to raise them for their plumes was 
abandoned. 
But other; j^ji^rsons -were 


quick to see that if birds of a suf- 
_Scieatly hardy nature could be imported 
tto stand the climate of Southern Cali- 
-f ornia, there would be a large revenue of 
profit in the business. The gentlemen 
°who own this farm determined to try the 
'.South African ostrich and young birds 
-were imported under the skillful manage- 
^aent of the foreman, vrho still has the 
ifann in charge. There -were twenty of 
-these ostriches and they first saw the 
-faun, near Fullerton, a little more than 
i£ix years ago. Of the original birds im- 
ported, sixteen still survive and of the 
four dead, only one died from, sickness, 
-the others having injured themselves 
rfatally, by falling into ditches in the 
night time. From the flock of twenty 
birds, 140 have been reared, but owing 
to death from accident, only 124 of them 
-were on the farm when, the World party 
•fdsited it last week.

"What is the value of a vouns ostrich?" 
I asked. 


"TVe value them at $100 each when 


are hatched, and xheir value in- 


creases with their age. They yield their 
first crop of feathers when they are six- 
teen months old. After that we get at 
least two crops of feathers every year 
from them." 


"And for how many years will a bird 


continue to jield & paying amount of 
plumes!" 


"Oh, they live to a good age, and so 


Ions as they live yield first-class feathers. 
The male birds— all those big black fel- 
lows yon sea up there on the hillside are 
males — of course pay the best, for it is 
from them that we get the finest plumes. 
From the female birds we get the brown 
and gray feathers. These have to be 
lyed before they can be marketed, and 
then they are shorter and lighherin body 
than the plumes from the males. 
The 


feathers from the female birds are made 
into tips and short plumes, and bring 
much less, comparatively, than the long, 
heavy plumes of the males." 


"How do you pluch the feathers?" I 


asked, desirous of seeing the operation, 
if possible.

*•! cannot pluck a bird for you now, 


because we are through with that work 
for this month, but if you will walk up 
into the main corrals Til show you how 
it is done." 


Up on the side of the sloping hill are 


sixteen small squares within the main in- 
closure. These little squares are about 
forty feet each way and accommodate a 
male and female bird. 
In them the 


young are raised, and into them it is very 
dangerous for the keepers to go during 
the breeding season. In one corner of 
the inclosure was a triangular pen of 
boards, just large enough to admit the 
body of an ostrich. 
A stout bar stand- 


ing by the fence could be used to drop 
into place as soon as the bird had been 
driven into the pen. Then a stocking 
slipped over his head shut off his sight 
and he was as effectually a prisoner as if 
he had been thrown upon the ground 
and tied. 
When an ostrich is thus im- 


prisoned one of the keepers reaches 
through the bars of the pen, lifts up his 
wings, and with a pair of keen-edged 
nippers clips off the plume quills just 
above the skin, allowing the stumps to 
remain in the flesh. These are subse- 
quently shed by the bird, and imme- 
diately thereafter a new plume continues 
to grow. From six to ten plumes of the 
finest quality are obtained from eachsid* 
of the bird twice a year, to say nothing 
of the smaller plumes and tips from the 
back and tail. 


The devotion of the male bird to the 


female amounts almost to adoration. He 
guards her nest day and night and will 
fight furiously to protect her from an 
imaginary danger. He relieves her on 
tne nest at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
remains there until 8 o'clock the next

A COTET OF TOTXG OSTIilCHES. 


"If you will walk this -way," said the 


"Superintendent, "I will show you the 
jyoungest ostriches ever exMbited in 
^America, here or anywhere else. I have 
^a number in a little inclosnre down here, 
•wMch were hatched only day before yes- 
-terday, and they are well worth seeing." 


TTe walked toward a little brook on 


-the bank of wliich stood a framework of 
"boards wMch looked something like a 
Jaot-bed in a vegetable garden. It had a 
-aroof partly of boards and partly of glass, 
=and underneath the panes -were several 
birds abont the size of half-grown gos- 
lings. They were as lively as sparrows, 
jumping Mther and thither, pecking at 
-ihe gravel in one corner of their cage or 
mibbling at the tender shoots of alfalfa 
-clover growing in another. The sash 
-was lifted off and the Superintendent 
•Trent into their cage to catch one of the 
-covey. He had a prettly lively chase of 
it around the narrow limits of the in- 
•closure, but finally succeeded in catcMng 
-one of the largest. The young ostrich 
-was covered with down soft as satin and 
^as glossy as If it had been oiled. There 
-was a slight moulting of wMte-tipped, 
•fluffy feathers all over its body, and dowc

I had an opportunity, in one of the 


smaller corrals, of •witnessing the build- 
ing of a permanent nest. The female 
bird trotted around the lot in a peculiar 
manner, now and then pecking at the 
ground -with her bill. Finally she found 
a spot to her liking and scratched up the 
sandy loam a little with her foot. Then. 
she walked sway, proud and happy in. 
the knowledge that she had found tha 
proper place for digging the family nest.

Thea they both went gos- 
siping around by the fence, letting the 
inhabitants of the ostrich village into the 
secret that they had the latest-improved 
and best-appointed nestia all ostrichdom 
and were about to hatch a brood which 
should be the envy and woader of all be- 
holders. 


In an adjoining inclosare an ostrich 


hen was just going on her nest. She had 
told her better half that he might take a 
little stroll, and he was caatering to- 
ward the feed-irough at the further side 
of the corral as fast as a horse could run. 
The female in this particular instance 
was a very mad heE. The Superintend- 
ent; had taken two eggs from* the nest, 
and she had caught him a: it. 
He had. 


the eggs outside of the fence, but he 
couldn't puc them back for fear the bird, 
would kick Men. So. as the only alter- 
native, he laid theia down carefully just 
inside the inclosure and the hen rolled 
them back one by one, using her head 
as a lever. Then she fluffed her feathers 
a little, uttered a defiant hiss at the im- 
pudent visitors who had caused her nest 
to be disturbed, souatted down over her 
eggs, tucked her head under her wing 
and went to sleep. 


"Come this way now," said the Super- 


intendent, "and I'll show you the full- 
grown birds, not yet mated off, over in 
the big paddock. They are a bad lot 
just now, for they are mating and the 
males like to show off. Don't get too 
near the fence, for they will kick you if 
they can." 


As soon as we stopped they came up to 


the fence and snapped at our hats in a 
friendly sort of way. The Superintend- 
ent took up a stick and rattled it be- 
tween the boards of the fence. Instantly 
there was a crash as of a heavy blow, ac- 
companied by a shrill hiss. Crash after 
crash followed as one of the ostriches 
kicked at the stick held in the Superin- 
tendent's hand. He thrust Ms great foot 
forward with lightning-like rapidity and 
every time his horn-shod great toe struck 
the fence it left an indentation almost aa 
inch deep. It was an exhibition of kick- 
ing such as I had never seen elsewhere, 
and I had much rather see that ostrich 
practise on the plank fence than oa any 
part of my anatomy. 


The feeding of the giant birds 3s in- 


teresting. In the evening they eat grain, 
principally oats and rolled barley, but for 
their other meals they are fed finely 
chopped green alfala. The fields of al- 
falfa on the ranch afford an unlimited 
supply of nourishing food for the birds 
and they thrive upon it perfectly. It is 
the food the ostrich gets in South Africa, 
and he does as well on it in California as 
there. The alfalfa is brought in from. 
the fields by the wagon-load,then chopped 
In a feed-cutter very finely and thrown 
into the feeding-boies in the various in- 
closures in -unlimited quantities. 
Tha 


birds eat little at a time, but eat often. 
They are not gluttons nor gourmands, 
though they will eat and swallow any- 
thing. They drink Large quantities of 
water and spend their time in chafing ono 
another around the paddocks.

AYS a Santa Ana 
(Gal,) letter to tho 
Now York 
World: 
On tho sloping side 
of a foothill in tho 
San 
Bornandino 
rango of mountains, 
in Southern Califor- 
nia, is tlio qucorcst 
littlo ranch in all tho 
Golden State. 
A 
high fenco of hcm- 
lock planking, with 
every crack stopped 
•nip, massivo, iron bound gates, of tho 
-came heavy material, and a littlo frame 
-house occupied by two sturdy and deter- 
mined looking men, guard tho secrets of 
"that odd looking inclosuro on tho side of 
'tho little mountain. 


To tho sightseer or casual visitor who 
•jiasses the great plank inclosed fields, an 
:array of moving heads, with bulging 
^cyes and gaping mouths of immenso 
^B¡2e, convey very little idea of what sort 
-»of stock is being reared there. 
These 
heads, numbering dozens and oven scores 
rat times, seem to bo lifted up out of 
•»nothingness, poked high into tho air and 
.lunged swiftly over the top of tho plank 
fenco in the direction of tho visitor. 
A 
isharp hiss emitted just as the glaring 
-eyes and wide-open mouth como into 
•sight might prove a very eHectivc object 
-lesson to a hard drinker. 


But the heads are not those of monster 
-serpents. 
Tho eyes which glare and 
-never blink or move are not the eyes of 
xantediluvian reptiles, but belong to an 
•Jnoffensivo bird. 
The gaping mouth is 
•»the mouth of an ostrich, and within that 
^planked inclosure are more than a hun- 
dred of them fully grown. But tho array 
'Of heads and baro necks, twisting and 
•writhing to and fro, cannot fail to con- 
. jure up before tho mind of a visitor a 
nest of gigantic serpents, wriggling and 
hissing in their endeavors to get over tho 
-tigh fence to devour him. 


Once within these iron-bound gates tho 
•sightseer will witness sights which can- 
•jiot 
be seen elsewhere on this continent 
and nowhere else on tho globe savo ia 
.the vicinity of Capo Town, South Africa. 


The ostrich industry was begun in this 
-country eight years ago, but tho birds 
then brought from Abyssinia did not 
ithrive, and after a year or more, this at- 
"tempt to raise them for their plumes was 
abandoned* 
But othen »e^rsons wero 
quick to see that if birds of a suf- 
jflciently hardy nature could be imported 
vto stand the climate of Southern Cali- 
.fornia, there would be a large revenuo of 
profit in tho business. 
The gentlemen 
•who own this farm determined to try the 
:5outh African ostrich and young birdi 
-•^ero imported under the skillful manage- 
^ment of tho foreman, who still has Iho 
•.farm in charge. 
There were twenty of 
these ostriches and they first saw tho 
farm near Fullerton, a little more than 
;jBix years ago. 
Of the original birds im- 
ported, sixteen still survive and of tho 
four dead, only one died from sickness, 
Hho others having injured themselves 
:Jatally, by falling into ditches in tho 
night time. 
From tho flock of twenty 
birds, 140 have been reared, but owing 
to death from accident, only 124 of them 
' Were on the farm when tho World party 
ivisitcd it last week. 


I lo ftllf ranging In a®^ from three days ta 
tíirt« 
weeks. 
Tho 
Superintend ent 
dropped the one ho had cans^ht and 
picked up another and a smaller one a 
moment later. 
Tlie rapid growth of the 
oitrich can beimairined from tho Super- 
intendent's assertion 
that in sixteca 
months tho bird will have reached 
•tature of eight or nine feet when stand- 
ing erect. 


"What is tho value of a young ostrich?'^ 
I asked. 


'<We value them at $100 each when 
>iiey are hatched, and their vahio in- 
creases with their ai?c. 
They yield their 
first crop of feathers when they arc six- 
teen months old. 
After that wo get afc 
least two crops of feathers every year 
from them." 


"And for how many years will a bird 
continue to yield a paying amount of 
plumes?" 


*'0h, they live to a good age, and so 
lonsr as thev live yield first-class feathers. 
The male birds—all those big black fel- 
lows you see up there on tho hillside are 
males—of course pay the best, for it is 
from them that we get the finest plumes. 
Prom tho female birds wo get the brown 
fcnd gray feathers. These have to bo 
dyed before they can be marketed, and 
then they are shorter and lighherin body 
than the plumes from the males. 
Tho 
feathers from tho female birds are made 
Into tips and short plumes, and bring 
much less, comparatively, than the long, 
heavy plumes of the males." 


"How do you plucl' tho feathers?" 
I 
asked, desirous of seeing the operation, 
if possible. 
> 


" I cannot pluck a bird for you now, 
because wo aro through with that work 
for this month, but if you will walk up 
Into tho main corrals Til show you how 
it is done." 


Up on the side of the sloping hill are 
sixteen small squares within the main in- 
closure. 
Those little squares are about 
forty feet cach way and accommodate a 
male and female bird. 
In them thg 
young are raised, and into them it is very 
dangerous for the keepers to go during 
tho breeding season. 
In ons corner of 
tho inclosure was a triangular pen of 
j boards, just large enough to admit tho 
body of an ostrich. 
A stout bar stand- 
ing by tho fence could bo used to drop 
into place as soon as the bird had been 
driven into the pen. 
Then a stocking 
slipped over his head shut off bis sight 
and ho was as effectually a prisoner as if 
he had been thrown upon the ground 
and tied. 
When an ostrich is thus im- 
prisoned ono of the 
keepers 
reachea 
through tho bars of the pen, lifts up hii 
wings, and with a pair of keen-edged 
nippers clips off tho plume quills just 
above tho skin, allowing tho stumps to 
remain in tho flesh. These are subse- 
quently shed by tho bird, and imme- 
diately thereafter a new plume continues 
to grow. 
From six to ten plumes of the 
finest quality aro obtained from each side 
of the bird twice a year, to say nothing 
of tho smaller plumos and tips from the 
back and tail. 


The devotion of the male bird to tho 
female amounts almost to adoration. Ho 
guards her nest day and night and will 
fight furiously to protect her from an 
imaginary danger. 
Ho relieves her on 


the nest at 4 o'clock in the afternoon and 
remains there until 8 o*clct^k the next

you will walk this way," said tho 
"Supciintendent, 
will show you tho 
jroungest ostriches over exhibited 
in 
America, here or anywhere elso. 
I have 
.-a number in a littlo inclosuro down hero, 
which were hatched only day before yes- 
•terday, and they aro well worth seeing." 


Wo walked toward 
a littlo brook on 
-tho bank of which stood a framework of 
"^hoards which looked something liko a 
.hot-bed in a vegetable garden. 
It had a 
•a'oof partly of boards and partly of glass, 
iand underneath tho panes wero Bevenil 
'birds about the sizo of half-grown gos- 
lings. 
They wero as lively as sparrows, 
jumping hither and thither, pecking at 
tho gravel in one corner of their cage or 
xibbling at tho tender shoots of alfalfa 
•clover growing i^ another. 
Tho sash 
was lifted oil and tho Buperintendont 
•^vent into their cage to catch ono of tho 
-covey. 
He had a prettly lively chase of 
it around the narrow limits of tho in- 
^Jlosuro, but finally succeeded in catching 
-ono of the largest, 
Tho young ostrich 
•was covered "with down soft as satin and 
413 glossy as If it had been oiled. 
Thero 
-was a slight moulting of white-tipped, 
fluiiy feathers all over its body, and down 
tho back of its neck was a broad stripe 
rof jet-black color, merging into shaded 
trown and very pretty. 
There were ten

morning, taking his '•watch*' with al- 
most clock-like regularity. He does two- 
thirds of tho duty of setting and there- 
fore two-thirds of tho labor of hatching 
a brood of young. 


I had an opportunity, in one of the 
•mailer corrals, of witnessing tho build- 
ing of a permanent nest. 
Tho female 
bird trotted around tho lot in a peculiar 
manner, now and then pecking at tho 
ground with her bill. Finally she found 
a spot to her liking and scratched up tho 
B a n d y loam a littlo with her foot. 
Then 
sho walked away, proud and happy ia 
tho knowledge that she had found the 
proper place for digging the family nest, 
She retired to a further corner of the lot 
and sat down. 
Then tho male bird, a 
hanasome, black-plumed fellow, strutted 
over to tho spot where the head of the 
house bad scratched away the turf. 
Ho 
went to work with a will and soon his 
big, two-toed feet, armed with 
their 
heavy claws, had dug out quite a hole in 
the soft sand. 
He did not stop until he 
had made an crccavation fully as broad as 
tho body of his beloved mate and about 
a foot in depth. 
Then ho spoke to her 
in ostrich language and sho immediately 
came to tho nest. 
There were some 
modern improvements which he had 
overlooked, perhaps, for 
sho 
wasn't 
pleased, with it exactly. 
She gave him a 
lew mor'3 instructions and sat down to 
watch the progress of tne work. 
The 
old fellow went to work liko a d u t i f j

husband, scratched a littlo more dirt 
hero and dug a little deeper there, until 
ho had apparently carried out tho order« 
of his spouse. 
Sho then «at down in tha 
nest, ruffled her feathers, kicked and 
scratched a little and finally pronounced 
the nest a fit. 
Then they both went gos- 
siping around by tho fence, letting tho 
inhabitants of tho ostrich village into tho 
secret that they had the latest-improved 
and best-appointed nest in all oatrichdom 
and wero about to hatch a brood which 
should bo the envy and wonder of all be- 
holders. 


In an adjoining inclosure an ostrich 
hen was juet going on her nest. 
She had 
told her better half that ho might take a 
little stroll, and ho was cantering to- 
ward tho feed-trough at the further side 
of the corral as fast as a horso could run. 
The female in this particular instance 
was a very r^ad hen. 
The Superintend- 
ent had taken two eggs from tho nest, 
and she had caught him at it. 
He had 
the eggs outside of the fence, but he 
couldn^t put them back for fear tho bird 
would kick him. 
So, as the only alter- 
native, ho laid them down carefully just 
inside the inclosure and tho hen rolled 
them back one by one, using her head 
as a lever. 
Then she fiuiTed her feathers 
a little, uttered a defiant hiss at tho im- 
pudent visitors who had caused her nest 
to bo disturbed, squatted down over her 
eggs, tucked her head under her wing 
and went to sleep. 


•'Como this way now," said the Super- 
Intendent, «'and I'll show you the full- 
grown birds, not yet mated oil, over in 
the big paddock. 
They aro a bad lot 
just now, for they aro mating and the 
males like to show off. 
£)on*t get too 
near tho fence, for they will kick you if 
they can." 


As soon as we stopped they came up to 
the fence and snapped at our hats in a 
friendly sort of way. 
Tho Superintend- 
ent took up a stick and rattled it be- 
tween the boards of the fence. 
Instantly 
thero was a crash as of a heavy blow, ac- 
companicd by a shrill hiss. 
Crash after 
crash followed as ono of tho ostrichca 
kicked at the stick held in tho Superii^ 
tendent's hand. 
He thrust his great foot 
forward with lightning-like rapidity and 
every time his horn-shod great toe struck 
the fence it left an indentation almost au 
inch deep. 
It was an exhibition of kick- 
ing such as I had never seen elsewhere, 
and I had much rather see that ostrich 
practise on tho plank fenco than oa any 
part of my anatomy. 


The feeding of tho giant birds is in- 
teresting. 
In the evening they eat grain, 
principally oats and rolled barley, but for 
their other meals they are fed finely 
chopped green alfala. The fields of al- 
falfa on tho ranch ailord an unlimited 
lupply of nourishing food for tho birds 
and they thrive upon it perfectly. 
It is 
the food tho ostrich gets in South Africa, 
and he does as well on it in California as 
thero, 
Tho alfalfa is brought in from 
the fields by tho wagon-load,then chopped 
In ft feed-cutter very finely and thrown 
into tho feoding-boxes in the various in- 
closures in unlimited quantities. 
The 
birds eat little at a time, but oat often. 
They are not gluttons nor gourmands, 
though they will eat and swallow any- 
tliing. 
They drink largo quantities of 
water and spend their tirao in chasing ono 
another around the ])addocks.
